In this day of strikes and rumors 
of strikes, it is refreshing to note 
that the National Federation of Post 
Office Clerks is one organisation that j 
believes that more effective weapons ¡ 
can be used for obtaining a just anti j 
living wage. This was demonstrated 
by the referendum recently taken by 
the clerks, when by an overwhelming 
inkjority they refused to amend their 
constitution 
by 
striking 
out 
the 
clause: 
“We recognize that legisla­ 
tion and not strike is the last resort 
in the adjustment of our grievances, 
and therefore we oppose strikes in 
the postal service.” 
There is no doubt but that the post­ 
al clerks are underpaid. 
There is 
still less doubt that Postmaster Gen­ 
eral Burleson is out of harmony with 
the times in the stand that he has 
taken against advancing wages 
of 
this class of government employes. 
Yet, in spite of these facts, the clerks 
have placed their loyalty to the public 
above other considerations, and have j 
determined to «tick to their posts pn- j 
til they can get their just deserts 
through other means than force. This » 
is an example that might well be fol- . 
lowed by other organisations, and one 
that will do much to remove the rapid­
